• The two teams split the 2013 regular-season series, with both teams posting 1-1-1 
records 

• The Revs have out-scored TFC, 25-17, in their 16 previous meetings 

• Both teams have posted four shutouts against the other in the all-time, regular- 
season series 

• In away games at BMO Field, the Revs have averaged 1.28 goals per game while 
Toronto has averaged 1.71 goals per game 

• The Revolution and TFC have never met outside the MLS regular season

25, 2014 ... Tierney's first two career assists were recorded at BMO Field against 
Toronto FC: on Aug. 23, 2008 and May 23, 2009 ... his lone goal against TFC was a

Sene assisted on Juan Agudelo's goal on May 25, 2013

The 
Revs got off to a dream start on the road as Diego Fagundez found the back of the net in 
just the second minute of play, but Andrew Wiedeman equalized in first-half stoppage time 
to send the game into the break tied at 1-1. Toronto thought it had created the go-ahead 
goal in the 88th minute through Steven Caldwell off a free kick, but he was adjudged to 
have committed a foul and the goal was disallowed.

FIRST TRIP NORTH OF THE BORDER 

The Revs head to Toronto this Saturday for the first of three meetings with the Reds this sea¬ 
son ... the teams split the 2013 regular-season series, with both clubs posting 1-1-1 records 
... the Revs lead the all-time series with a 5-4-7 record but are winless all-time at BMO Field 
(0-2-5)... in the teams' last meeting at BMO Field on Aug. 30, 2013, the two teams played 
to a 1-1 draw ... the clubs meet again at BMO Field on Aug. 30, 2014, before closing out the 
regular-season series at Gillette Stadium on Oct. 25. 

CAN MAY FURTHER APRIL’S PROGRESS? 

With five games on the schedule in May, the Revolution is hoping some of the progress it 
made in April carries through to the new month ... the Revolution went 2-1-1 in April, posted 
two shutouts and an 0.75 goals against average ... the team also recorded two multiple-goal 
games, including a pair of 2-0 home wins over Houston and Kansas City. 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH... 

The Revolution are treating Gillette Stadium like its own fortress ... in three games at Gillette 
Stadium this season, the Revs have yet to concede a goal and have posted a 2-0-1 record 
... the Revs’ .833 winning percentage (2-0-1) is the best in MLS, while the team’s home 0.00 
goals against average is best in the league by one-quarter of a goal, in front of Kansas City’s 
0.25 home GAA.... with last Saturday’s win over Kansas City, the Revs also extended its 
home unbeaten streak to six games (4-0-2), dating back to Sept. 21,2013.

NOT JUST ONE “MR. CLUTCH” 

In three wins this season, the Revs have had three different game-winning goal scorers, the 
second-most in MLS ... Seattle leads MLS with four different goal scorers in five wins ... Lee 
Nguyen scored the lone goal at San Jose on March 29, Kevin Alston scored the game-winner 
against Houston on April 12 and Teal Bunbury scored the determining goal against Kansas 
City on April 26. 


ROAD WARRIORS PACKING UP AGAIN 

The Revolution will play its sixth road match of the season this weekend when the team heads 
to Toronto ... the Revs have already played a league-high five road matches - tied with New 
York and Philadelphia - posting a 1-3-1 mark in those games ... for comparison, while New 
England has played five road matches, D.C. and San Jose have each only played a league- 
low two. 

LONG STRETCHES BETWEEN HOME COOKING 

New England has played just three matches at Gillette Stadium this season, the second-lowest 
total in MLS this year... of their eight matches overall, five have been away from home, while 
three have been in Foxborough ... only two teams have played fewer home matches: LA and 
Toronto ... both teams have played two home games, but LA has only played five matches 
overall, while Toronto has only played six matches this season ... New England has already 
played eight matches overall. 

BACK-AND-FORTH SCHEDULE 

After opening up the season with five of its first seven games on the road, the Revs are now 
settling into a pattern of home and away games until early June ... after Saturday’s match 
against Toronto FC, the Revs will alternate road and home matches until the MLS World Cup 
break ... next weekend, the team will host Seattle (May 11), then travel to Philadelphia (May 
17), then host D.C. United (May 24), then travel to Montreal (May 31) before hosting New York 
(June 8) ahead of the two-week break ... the Revs still have 14 home games remaining, but 
only 12 road contests. 

REVS WAITING FOR DAYS GONE “BYE” 

With their designated bye weekend coming in Week 22 of the schedule (Aug. 9-13), the Revo¬ 
lution will be the last team in MLS who will enjoy a bye weekend outside of the league’s World 
Cup break ... with the exception of Portland - who does not have an in-season bye week in 
their schedule besides the World Cup break - every other team in MLS will have enjoyed at 
least one bye weekend before the Revs sit out Week 22 of the schedule ... this year’s sched¬ 
ule is a stark change from the 2013 slate that saw the Revs have two bye weeks in the first six 
weeks of the schedule: Week 1 and Week 6. 

DEFENSE FINDING ITS WAY BACK 

After allowing four goals in the season opener, the Revolution’s defense has been on a 
steadying course ever since ... while the Revs have a team goals against average of 1.13 after 
Saturday’s win against Kansas City, New England has a team GAA of 0.71 in the last seven 
games ... the team’s 1.13 GAA is fifth in the league, while its three shutouts are tied for second 
... in 2013, the Revs had one of the MLS’ stouted defenses, allowing 1.12 goals per game (to 
tie for third in the league) and led MLS in shutouts with 14 - a club record.

CENTRAL POWERS 

The central defense tandem of A.J. Soares and Andrew Farrell has proven extremely stingy 
this season in their short time together... in the 319 minutes the duo has played centrally 
together this year, the Revolution has a goals against average of 0.56 - allowing just two 
goals in that span, including two shutouts - and has gone 2-1-1 ... while Soares has played 
exclusively at center back in each of his four professional seasons, Farrell has transitioned 
centrally as needed this year, his second pro season ... Farrell first appeared at CB on March 
15 at Philadelphia, and has also played the team’s last 229 minutes (spanning three games) at 
center back in place of the injured Jose Goncalves.

BUNBURY MAKES FIRST GOAL COUNT 

Teal Bunbury scored his first goal as a member of the Revs against Sporting Kansas City - his 
former club - last Saturday in a 2-0 win ... Bunbury got on the end of a Diego Fagundez cross 
in the 92nd minute to break a 0-0 scoreline and snap the Revs' 591-minute, regular-season 
scoreless streak against Kansas City ... the goal was Bunbury’s first since 2012 when he 
played for SKC, which came against D.C. United on August 11, 2012. 
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TEAM NOTES 


COMFORTABLE AT THE SPOT 

Lee Nguyen converted a penalty kick for the second week in a row last Saturday against 
Sporting Kansas City ... Nguyen stepped up to the spot and beat SKC's Eric Kronberg to 
extend the Revs’ lead to 2-0 in stoppage time ... the midfielder also converted from the spot 
at Chicago on April 19, beating Sean Johnson in the first half and pulling the Revs level at 1 -1 
... Nguyen has two PKs this season, and five on his career, tying him for fourth in Revs club 
history. 

FAGUNDEZ CRACKS SCORE SHEET 

Diego Fagundez didn’t score a goal last Saturday, but the 19-year-old was a key driver on both 
Revs goals ... on Teal Bunbury’s game-winning goal, Fagundez whipped in a cross from the 
right wing that Bunbury re-directed for the game-winning goal in the 92nd minute ... minutes 
later, Fagundez drew a penalty kick after his header towards goal was handled by SKC 
defender Oriol Rosell... Fagundez, who scored 13 goals in 2013, leads the Revs in shots (21) 
and shots on goal (eight) this season. 

SHUTTLEWORTH EARNS THIRD SHUTOUT... 

Last Saturday against Kansas City, Bobby Shuttleworth earned his third shutout of the season, 
backing the team to a 2-0 win ... Shuttleworth is tied for the league lead with three shutouts, 
matched by Houston's Tally Hall, Kansas City’s Eric Kronberg, and Real Salt Lake’s Nick 
Rimando ... in the last three games during the team’s undefeated run, Shuttleworth has posted 
a 0.33 goals against average with two shutouts and a 2-0-1 record.. 

... AND EMERGING AS CLUB'S NUMBER ONE 

Bobby Shuttleworth is once again ranked as one of the league's top keepers, using a consis¬ 
tent run the last seven games to rebound from the team's 4-0 road loss at Houston to open 
the season ... among all goalkeepers in MLS, Shuttleworth has a goals against average of 
1.13 this season, and is ranked seventh in goals against average (fifth among goalkeepers 
who have played at least six games) and tied for first in shutouts ... in the last seven games, 
Shuttleworth has posted a 0.71 goals against average, three shutouts and gone 3-2-1. 

In preseason, Heaps on the goalkeeping situation: “I think both keepers [Bobby Shuttleworth 
and Brad Knighton] have shown really well. It’s not one of these things where the day one 
starter gets named and the competition is over. This competition - and when I say it, it’s a very 
good competition - both guys root for each other and they know each other well. There's a 
kind of support for each other. I think that it’s one of those things that is going to go on all year. 
It’s not going to be the day one starter, and then whoever it is, he’s the starter for 34 games. I 
think there’s going to be a battle throughout the season.’’ 

A LITTLE TASTE OF THE EAST 

Including Saturday’s match with Toronto, six of Revs’ next seven games all come against 
Eastern Conference opponents leading into the World Cup Break... in 2013, the Revs posted 
a 12-7-6 record against the East, including a 6-4-2 mark on the road ... the only non-Eastern 
Conference opponent the Revs face during that stretch is Seattle Sounders FC on May 11 at 
Gillette Stadium ... the Revs enter Saturday’s match with a 2-3-1 mark against Eastern teams 
this season. 

HE’S BAAACK 

Club legend Shalrie Joseph was picked up by the Revolution in the Waiver Draft on April 22 ... 
the former club captain was waived by Seattle earlier this season and selected by the Revs, 
leading to a return to his original MLS club ... Joseph has made 283 career appearances in 
MLS - including a Revolution-club record 261 appearances ... he has scored 40 career goals 
and added 35 career assists in the regular season, including 37 goals (to rank fourth in the 
club’s records) and 34 assists (to rank third in the club’s records) in New England ... Joseph 
was a finalist for the 2009 MLS Most Valuable Player award, and was a four-time MLS Best XI 
selection and an eight-time MLS All-Star selection. 

BACK FOUR IN FLUX THIS SEASON

FARRELL FINDS HIS SPOT 

Andrew Farrell was heralded coming into MLS as one of the league and U.S.’ top defensive 
prospects, and after a stand-out rookie season, is now making a consistent effort as a sopho¬ 


more ... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 32 matches at right back last year, has seen 
time at both right back and center back in 2014 ... he’s been named to MLS’ team of the week 
three times already this season - once as a right back and two as a center back - and has 
been noticeably controlling along the backline this year. 

THE BEARD BET 

Andrew Farrell is styling a growing beard, and it’s all because of a bet... in the off-season, Far¬ 
rell challenged his brother, Will, that he would grow a beard until he scored his first MLS goal 
... after coming oh-so-close against San Jose last year - Jon Busch made a shoe-string stop 
on a full extension to his right - Farrell is determined to score his first MLS goal this year - or 
have a growing beard for the season. 

EARLY IRONMAN CONTENDERS 

Teal Bunbury, Bobby Shuttleworth and A.J. Soares are the Revs’ only three players that have 
played all 720 minutes this season ... Bunbury has seen all of his time on the attack (both at 
forward and on the right wing) and has scored one goal and added one assist... Shuttleworth 
has started in goal in each of the team’s eight games in goal, while Soares has been a staple 
at the center back position in each match ... in 2013, only one Revs player played every minute 
of every game: Jose Goncalves. 

50 THE NEXT STOP FOR ROWE 

If Kelyn Rowe gets healthy enough to crack the starting lineup against Toronto this Saturday, it 
will mark his 50th career start in MLS, all of which will have come with New England ... Rowe, 
now in his third year in MLS, has made 65 appearances in three seasons ... the midfielder has 
scored 10 goals and recorded 13 assists in his young career, thanks in large part to a stellar 
sophomore campaign in 2013 where he led the team in assists with eight and also added 
seven goals. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is now in his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... Fagun¬ 
dez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for fifth in 
MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., native was 
also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, and marked 
the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only teenager in 
MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 17 goals in his 
career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by Eddie Gaven (16 
goals).

“ROWEING” TO WINS 

Kelyn Rowe had one of the more impressive sophomore campaigns of any MLS player in 
recent history ... the 22-year-old scored seven goals and added a team-best eight assists in 
33 appearances last year, while developing his now familiar “Roweing” goal celebration ... his 
two-year resume is so impressive that Rowe has already been cited as an upstart candidate for 
2014 MLS MVP: “A lot of that falls on the shoulders of Rowe, who has the talent to be an MVP 
candidate. Seriously: He is one of my dark-horse picks this year..." - Matt Doyle, MLSSoccer. 
com analyst. 

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth is coming off a career season in 2013, and hopes to parlay that into 
another successful campaign in 2014 ... last year, he made career-highs in appearances (23), 
starts (22), minutes played (2,063) and saves (64)... after assuming the day-to-day starting 
role in mid-April 2013, Shuttleworth went on to post some of MLS’ top goalkeeping numbers 
by midseason and garnered MLS All-Star consideration mid-season ... a tall keeper who com¬ 
municates well and organizes his defenders well, Shuttleworth is now in his sixth MLS season 
with 51 appearances, 49 starts and a career goals against average of 1.35. 

TIERNEY’S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs' longest-tenured player, is one of MLS’ most dangerous - and accurate 
- free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta’s list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target 
of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston's Brad Davis - considered 
by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target. 
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“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Four players on the Revs' roster - and the head coach - are New England natives, giving 
the team a true hometown feel:

Both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown 
players ... Tierney and Davies played together on the Boston Bolts, before playing col- 
legiately at Virginia and Boston College, respectively ... Heaps, who was born in Nashua, 
N.H., and raised in Longmeadow, Mass., has been a member of the Revolution organiza¬ 
tion for 14 seasons now, as a player, broadcaster and now head coach. 


ROCHESTER AFFILIATION RENEWED 

The Revolution and the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) have renewed their partnership that 
makes the Rhinos the official USL PRO affiliate of the Revolution ... this is the second year 
of the teams' affiliation and is one of the founding partnerships of the MLS and USL PRO 
relationship that launched in 2013 to help further the development of professional soccer 
in the U.S. and Canada ... the agreement calls for the Revolution to loan a minimum of 
four players to the Rhinos for the season ... Rochester head coach Bob Lilley joined the 
Revolution in Bradenton, Fla., for a part of its 12-day training camp to observe players and 
collaborate with the Revolution coaches. 


SMITH FOURTH PLAYER LOANED TO ROCHESTER 

Donnie Smith became the fourth player loaned to the Rochester Rhinos, the team’s USL 
PRO affiliate, on April 23 ... goalkeeper Luis Soffner, midfielder Alec Sundly and Jossimar 
Sanchez joined the Rhinos earlier this year... the Revs can re-call any of its players at any 
time. 


JULY 12: NEW ENGLAND’S FITNESS EVENT OF THE YEAR 

International fitness star Shaun T - the creator of best-selling fitness programs INSANITY, 
Focus T25 and Hip Hop Abs - will make a special appearance at Gillette Stadium on Saturday, 
July 12, when he leads a live workout on the field before the New England Revolution hosts 
the Chicago Fire later in the evening ... Special ticket packages start at $85 and are on sale 
now through revolutionsoccer.net/shaunt... packages include a spot in the live workout, a 
Q&A session with Shaun T after the workout, a meet & greet and group photo session with 
Shaun T, access to a reserved tailgate area between the workout and the Revs match, and a 
midfield seat for the Revolution match ... special package options are available for fitness fans 
who want to be closer to Shaun T and work out in the first 10 rows. 

#OURFRIENDCLYDE 

Former Revolution midfielder Clyde Simms retired from professional soccer in early 2014 
because of his battle with kidney disease ... while he was one of MLS’ most consistent play¬ 
ers for nine seasons during his time with D.C. United and the Revs, kidney disease ended 
Simms' career that also included a look by the U.S. National Team ... Clyde’s disease - Focal 
Segmental Glomerulosclerosis (FSGS) - has now progressed to the point that he needs a 
kidney transplant... the usual waiting time for a suitable kidney match is about four years, and 
many people on the waiting list don’t have that long before needing to go on dialysis - includ¬ 
ing Simms ... people interested in donating a kidney first need to contact a donation center and 
be tested ... to be tested to see if you are a match to help Clyde - or other people waiting for 
a kidney match - please contact Massachusetts General Hospital's Living Donor Program at

FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn proudly in the early colonies that now comprise New 
England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a red 
flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It's fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
